“For of all sad words of tongue or

cer, 


In 1953, an estimated 6,000 Canadian 
cancer victims were saved by modern 
treatment administered im, the early 
stages of their illness, But the sad se 
quel is that another 6,000 died from 
cancer who might have been cured 
had they received prompt, effective 
treatment, 

The Canadian Cancer Society, pio- 
neers in the fight to conquer cancer, 
has geared its public educational cam- 
paign to the two- fold mission of tell- 
ing Canadians the most easily recog- 
nized cancer symtoms and of persuad- 
ing everyone to have a regular physi- 
cal check-up. 

We believe that everyone should 
know the seven common danger sig- 
nals of cancer which the Society is 
stressing in its educational program- 
me, They are: 

1. Any sore that does not heal. 


. A lump or thickening in the breast 
elsewhere, 

. Unusual bleeding or discharge. 

. Any change in a wart or a mole. 

. Persistent indigestion or difficul- 
ty in swallowing. 

6. Persistent hoarseness or cough. 

7. Any change in normal bowel hab- 

bits, 

Leat anyone feel that cancer is a 
remote threat to his or her life, let 
us remember that Canada’s number 
two killer will strike an estimated one 
in every five Canadians at some time 
during their lives, Of every seven 
deaths last year, one was caused by 
cancer -- the slayer that took a fatality 
toll in Canada in 1953 estimated at 
18,000, 

This is the dark side of the picture. 
But remember that about half of those 
stricken by cancer could be saved 
through early diagnosis and effective 
treatment, 

Might have been cured is not much 
help to those who have lost a loved 
one. To strike out the might have been 
we must strike back at cancer and the 
best way to do is to support the Can- 
cer Crusade, Its research programmes 
totaling more than $2,000,00 since 
1946 -- already have meant much in 
years of life to many patients.
